A Chinese passenger having died on 
aoard a junk which was anchored in the 
roadstead, tho health officer of the port went 
oit and, nl ter viewing the body, gave tlio nec- 
essary permit for burial. The master of the 
junk then came on shore and ordered a large 
cofiln of the usual Chinese kind. During tho 
early hour-, of tho morning, the crew with the 
coffin landed, and the funeral procession 
passed along tlio streets amid tlie burningof 
sacrificial papers, beating of gongs and the 
other customary demonstrations of sorrow. 
One of tlie crew walked in front carrying the 
burial permit. After the funeral tlie party 
went back to the junk, which immediately 
put out to sea. Ill the middle of the day 
some natives found au empty c-ollin in the 
road close by tlio Chino-e cemetery, which, 
not only smelt strongly of opium but also 
bad small particles of tho drug adhering to 
its sides.

found tho maker of tho coffin, who identified 
it as the one supplied to the master of the 
janb, and this dead body of the Chinaman 
was washed ashore soon afterwards, so that it 
was clear be hud been thrown overboard, 
and the burial permit used to smuggle or 
short. :i large coilin full of opium.—London 
Tunes.
